More than 9,000 fi&h and frogs 
are dead after a dechlorination 
pump Mled at the University of 
yMbertn's Aquatics fadlit^^ 
According to universit]f^ of¬ 
ficials the freshwater tanks 
at the faciiity were flooded 
with chlorinated water some¬ 
time between May 12 and 
May 13, after the switch that 
provided pcnver to the pump 
corroded and stopped working. 

The chlorine found in tap 
water is losic to fish and frogs, 
and levels became fatal lAithin 
30 minutes, said Walter Dixon, 
the univeniity's associate vice- 
president of research. 


“It was really a one-ofF un¬ 
fortunate event, but with verj^ 
tragic consequentes,'* Dixon said. 

,\mong the CEisualties were 
75 frogs, 1,093 adult trout, 96 
carp, 2,073 goldfish, and about 
6,000 baby feh. 

The fish were used for re¬ 
search on the impact of toxins 
in the environment, including 
hydraulic fracturing fluids and 
niicTobeads, as well as how' cli¬ 
mate change affects fish. 

“'I'be biggest consequence is 
iictuaDv nn the grad students ckh 
ing their reseaich,” Dixon said. 

Those students will likely 
have to svait months before the 
fish are replaced, as the Sdlit^f 
ueeds approval from a regula¬ 
tory agenc>r, 

ihe incidenl comes as the uni- 
versEly was reat^r to start phase 
1 of a renovation, Dixon said, 
which would have included a 
new '“fail-safe bitckup system” 
with online chlorine monitoring. 

“Circumstances overtook us 
and this es^ent hiippened before 
we could begin that process."

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Chanel Monson struggled to 
find help as a young single 
mom until she cume to iHurrum 
at sge 21. 

Now, the prognun that Mon- 
son sjys offered her and her son 
a crucial sense of community 
has been cut — so she's fight¬ 
ing to bring it hack. 

“Fve never really connect¬ 
ed to anybody other than the 
younger moms here that go 
through similar situations, and 
hitve the advice to get through 
itk" she said. 

Woven Joumeyf launched as 
a pilot project Viith a one-time 
f^eral grant in 2008, offered 
a play group and a mother's 
room for low-iucome moms 
aged t4-24. 

Through an Indigenous cul¬ 
tural ]ens^ it taught parent¬ 
ing skills and worked to break 
cycles of abuse experienced 
by many of the women who 
attended. 

It's where Monson found a 
safe» non-judgmental space to 
connect with moms and share 
her experiences, while her son 
made new connections as well. 

“In other play groups^ other 
moms will look at me and 
they’ll glare at me or they'H tell 
their children not to play with 
my son. I've never had that 
happen here," Monson said. 

She also started volunteering 
to help new moms who came 
on board, but the program went 
on hiatus last December — 
after the donations that have 
kept it running fell behind the 


growing demand. 

Monson has been feeling the 
loss of the program,, and so has 
her son Landon. four. 

“He misses coming here," 
she said, ‘'it's just developing 
those close relationships that 
have been taken." 

Up to 15 young women 
would attend Woven Journey 
with their children each week. 

iHuman Executive Director 
Catherine Broomfield said the 
program has been a crucial sup¬ 


port for those moms, many of 
sv^hom are at high risk them¬ 
selves. and it has kept kids out 
of the child welfare system. 

She said it was forced into 
a “hiatus" in December, but 
iHuman hopes to raise $40,000 
at its Kick it Up fundraiser 
Thursday to reboot the pro¬ 
gram for a year. 

Monson will speak at the 
event, running from 6 m 9 p.ni., 
which will feature live music, 
a shoe raffle and more. 


She remembers what life 
was like before Woven Joumejr 
and the connections she made 
there, and doesn't want h) lose 
what she’s built up. 

“Being able to provide my¬ 
self with personal supports 
of people that would actually 
care about me and wanted me 
around. 1 guess—just the need 
to feel wanted was missing," 
Monson said.

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Three dozen 
trees poisoned

Ci^ asking 
public to help 
find the culprit 


Someone poisoned three dozen 
treeji in Edmonton's river val¬ 
ley, and officials are asking the 
public to help find the culprit 

City workers suspected poi¬ 
soning when they discovered 
an area of dead trees and brush 
along Valle;v'\'iew Driw, north of 
90 Avenue, last fall. 

They sent leaf and tissue 
samples to a private lab for 
tests,’ivhich determiraed the 
trees vifere contaminated by a 
hej\'jr dose of glyphosate — the 
active ingredient in the herbi¬ 
cide koundup. 

'Itiree mature elm trees died 
and were remosred Tuesday mor¬ 


ning. Vt^hile another three are 
recovering from the contam¬ 
ination and Villi be continually 
monitored. 

The city's urban forestry 
nuuiiigement supervisor, Cris¬ 
pin Wood, said about 30 birch 
trees Vi^ene also lost. 

"Ihe city of Edmonton takes 
this poisoning very seriously. 
Any person that is found to have 
poisoned these trees will be pros¬ 
ecuted,'" Wood said. 

He would not speculate on 
the motivation behind the poi¬ 
sonings, but confirmed people 
have been il¬ 
legally cutting 
dovim trees for 
several years, in 
the same area, 
at the top of 
the biink <Jong 
Vadeyview Drive 
near 90 Avenue 
across from a 
row of homes. 

llie tree-cutter or tree-cutters 
have not been caught, either. 

“This site requires trees,*" 


Wood said. “Killing the trees 
does have an impact to all resi¬ 
dents ;tnd the entire ecosystem, 
and the river valley' itself." 

Wood said the trees wiU all be 
replaced over the next two yearsL 
The mature elms — orna¬ 
mental trees planted by the cit^,^ 
— will cost S10,000 apiece, and. 
the cost to replace to birch trees 
has not been determined. 

“Native birch is somewhat 
rare in Edmonton, so it is a 
shame," Wood said. 

The city needs witness state¬ 
ments, footage or other evidence 
for police to pur¬ 
sue an investi¬ 
gation. and in¬ 
formation can 
be provided by 
calling 311. 

At maximum, 
whoever poi¬ 
soned the trees 
could face a 
fine upwards of 
$100,000 or two years in jail 
under the provinciiil Environ¬ 
mental Protection Act,

AlbertJi'ii child advcitate will 
probe the death of ever^^ th ild 
who dies in government care 
under proposed legislation 
inlnoduced Tuesday. 

Children's Services Minis¬ 
ter Danielle Dirivee says Bill 
IB will also require child and 
youth advocate Del Gruff to re¬ 
view the death of every child 
who hits recently been in care. 

“\\Tien these heartbreaking 
tragedies happen^ Albertans 
expect their government to 
take a hard, honest look at 
the system and what may have 
gone ivrong,'* Larivee told the 
legislature. 

Larivee said the bill “would 
empower the child and youth 
advocate, creating for the first 
time in Alberta a primary 
authority for re%iewing the 
deaths. 

■"We v»''ould eliminate gaps 
and roadblocks that prevent 
important infonnation from 


being shared across the sys¬ 
tem.'' 

The legislation incorpor¬ 
ates recent recommendations 
from an all-party committee 
reviewing ways to make chil¬ 
dren safer in government care 


following the death of a four- 
year-old girl named Serenity. 

Bill IS will require any offi¬ 
cial agencies dealing with the 
deaths of children in cane to 
share information Viith Graff, 
ff an agency — including poJce 


— wants Graff to delay his re¬ 
view to avoid interfering in an 
investigation, it must deliver 
reasons and upcUites every^ six 
months. 

Graff will have to report pub¬ 
licly on every death review and 


deliver broad updates to a legis¬ 
lature committee twice a year. 

Given the disproportionate 
number of First Nations chil¬ 
dren in the system. Graff Vtill 
also have indigenous advisers 
help Vhith reinews and shaping 
of policy, 

Graff said he welcomes the 
changes but no external reidew 
can compensate if informittion 
isn't forthcoming from those 
closest to the situation. 

Larivee agreed that the pro¬ 
active disclosure element of the 
bill is critical. Public agencies 
have been reticent to share 
information to avoid any legal 
consequences for breaching 
privacy, she said. 

But she said that has to 
change. 

“It is a culture shifty'* Larivee 
said. “We're making it really 
clear... to say that this is actuiil- 
ly your inherent responsibil¬ 
ity to share this information." 

Wildrose member jason Nix¬ 
on, a member of the all-party 
panel examining the child wel¬ 
fare system, said the bill is a 
good first step. 

But he said the panel's work 
demonstrated that “culture 
shift" remains a hurdle.

Hockey Canada's renovation 
plans for the Coliseum have 
been put on hold after coun¬ 
cillors said lUesday that need 
more details on Northland's 
redevelopment plan before go¬ 
ing further.

Frantes Neumann searched 
tirelessly for her missing sister- 
in-knv in Vancouver’s Down¬ 
town Fastside, only to learn 
from a newspaper article she 
had been dead for years. 

NeumanH h the first family 
member to speak publicly at 
the National Inquiry Into Mis¬ 
sing and Murdered Indigenous 
Women and Girls", urged the 
commissioners not to let Mary 
Smith John-s death be in vain. 

Smith John fled Yukon as a 
young woman after enduring 
the Joss of an infant so-n and 
was found dead of an alcohol 
overdose in 1982. Neumann 
said Smith John had been in 
the compimy of Gilbert Paul 
Jordan, known as the ““Eodz- 
ing Barber,” who is believed 
to have plied multiple women 
with a lethal dose of liquor. 

"We let them down. We did 
not protect them because they 
were weak,” Neumann said 


Tuesday, ■wiping away tears. 

Jordan was convicted of 
manslaughter in the death of 
a non-lndigenous wmniiin in 
19as. But he was linked to sev¬ 
eral aboriginiil women's deaths 
before then, reported AITN in 
a segment that was played at 
the hearing. He died in 2006. 

“1 thank Canada for sup¬ 
porting our familiesH** Neu¬ 
mann said. “^Please, please see 
this through. We have come up 
and waited for many years to 
see the results. Don't sweep it 
under the carpet.” 

Neumann's testimony 
marked an emotional start to 
the first family hearings. 

The commissioners have 
faced criticism about poor com¬ 
munications and delay's. Chief 
Commissioner Marion Builer 
began Tuesday's hearing with 
itn opening statement. She said 
Canada needs to hear the truth 
about the violence endured 
by generations of Indigenous 
women and girls in order to 
have a better undei'stiinding 
of s'^'s temic violence, to find 
solutions and heal. 

More than 4Q people are ex¬ 
pected to share their stories 
this week.

Top stars join benefit coneert as Manchester returns to normalcy 


A week after a bombing at her 
Manchester v\rena concert killed 
22 people, singer Ariana Grande 
said she and other top stars — 
including Justin Bieber, Kitty 
Perry, Coldplay and Miley Cyrus 
— vinll perform at a benefit con¬ 
cert in the city on Sunday night 

The singer announced Tues¬ 
day that the “One Love Man¬ 
chester” show^ viill be held at 
the city's Old Trafford cricket 
ground. 

“We svill not quit or operate 
in fear. We w'on’t let this div¬ 
ide us. We won't let hate win,” 
Grande said in a statement. 


“Ourresponse to this violence 
must be to come closer together, 
to help each other, to love more, 
to sing louder and to live more 
kindly and generously thiin we 
did before.” 

Meanwhile, Greater Manches¬ 
ter PoKce briefly asked the pub¬ 
lic to stay out of a neighbour¬ 
hood in the nearby town of 
Wigan on 'Tiiesday as a bomb 
disposal unit searched for ex¬ 
plosives — part of the investi¬ 
gation into the attack that hit 
Grande's conceit. 

Officials trying to unnuisk the 
network behind Salman Abedi 


searched a property in Wigan, 
20 miles northwest of Manches¬ 
ter, and placed a security cordon 
around the neighbourhood for 
several hours. 

Ehit London's Metropolitan 
Police said Tuesday ttuit mil¬ 
itary support for the counter¬ 
terrorism operations is grad¬ 
ually being reduced now^ that 
the official threat level has 
been low^ered from “criticar 
to “se^rere.” 

Officials also said extra police 
stitffing that had been Eidded to 
protect public gatherings over 
the holiday weekend would 


be reduced. 

The railway station next to 
Manchester Arena, which had 
been shut since the bkist, re¬ 
opened lliesday, easing trans¬ 
port woes for residents. 

The return to a level of nor¬ 
malcy follow^ed days of emo¬ 
tional tributes to the Manches¬ 
ter attack victims. Hundreds 
stood in quiet contemplation 
at St. Ann's Square, w^here a sea 
of cards, flowers and balloons 
has growm into an impromptu 
memorial site for those killed 
and injured in the blast.

Losrers boasts os^er 150 var¬ 
ieties — and proi'ide toppings, 
like fuesh fruit, dried coconut, 
milk and milk alternatives. 

Vou can imagine the inter¬ 
iors, light? Bright, cheerful, 
and colourful, not unlike the 
image of the bowd of cereal 
that is begging to be shared on 
social media. 

If s a business strategy cap¬ 
italizing on impulses that, as 
a non-miUennial, I don’t have:

Forty per cent 
of miHetmiaJs surveyed in 
2015 by the global market 
research company Mintel 
admitted "ceretd was an in- 
coiiveruent breakfast choice 
beenuse they had to clean up 
after eati^ it," the New York 
Times said. 

But at Sikj 13, a "freestyle 
cereal bar" that recently 
opened in Toronto, there are 
no dishes to wash, and there 
are gluten-ffee options.

ptistic bowl from a selection 
of dozens of cereals, including 
French, Britiiih and American 
imports [like Twix, which was 
discontinued here in 200S). 
They even have Oreo O's, only 
be avaikrble in South Korea. 

Owner David Cai, 30, told 


me that he and his wife had 
the idea to open up Silo IJ 
after visiting IKEA, They saw 
the widl of dispensers dishing 
out nuts and lAilts and thoup^t 
it was a great model for serv¬ 
ing swnefhir^, 

■^We both love cereal," he 
said, and with a little snap, 
cnickle, and pop, the business 
was bom. 

Silo 13 had their grand 
opening’Victoria Day week¬ 
end- It went well, especially 
on the Sunday when they "got 
slamincd.” 

The following Sunday, how¬ 


ever, the place was empty, 
save for me (it was iiesearch)i 
and Simon 0 iiaade him come), 
1 filled my howl with ciglit cer¬ 
eals, not one of wrhieli looked 
or sounded healthy, and chose 
two per cent milk to top it off. 
The fii'st bite was euphoric, I 
was taken back to the kitchen 
table of my childhood.

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Safe spaces don't exist 
solely to keep you out

When oppressed groups create 
spaces for themselves, it's not 
— drum roll, please — reverse 
discrimination. It is a response 
to actual discrimination b>^ 
oeating a place where they 
(we, depending on the -day and 
event) can safely exist. 

Ilie mayor of P-aris called 
for the Ny-ansapo film festiv-al, 
a black fomiiust gathering, to 
be banned on the basis that it 
purportedly excluded w^hile 
people. ’I’he otganizers say that 
the public areas had alwajrs 
been intended to be open to 
people of all races. However, 
some spaces on private 
property would be reserved for 
bkick people of all genders. 

Back in Morth America, the 
i'Mamo Drafthouse Ctnema, 
a mosne chain based in 
Austin, Texas announced it 
would hold five wemen-only 
screenings of Wonder Woman. 
The connection here to 
radical politics is a little more 
tenuous: Tm not sure that a 
handful ofseteenings fora 
corporate summer blockbuster 
is exactly women’s liberation. 
But the -sentimeiit, a safe space 
for women to experience 
an action fUm, is fine. The 
reaction was a large helping 
of the usual: men online 
complained about sexism. 

In both of these we find 
a deep misunderstanding of 
how the work] works. 

Safe spaces ate not 
partictiUirly novel. They have 
a long and storied hi-story, 
some of which has a Canadian 


connection. 

Some Safe spaces have 
been entire institutions 
cteated to serve people who 
have experienced systemic 
clisctimLnation. For example, 
historically bkick colleges 
and universities in the U,S. 
came about as a response to 
racist admissions practrees at 
/\meric'an universities. 

Others are about creating a 
place for communities at the 
margins to centre themselves 
while still including otheis. 

The Wonder Woman 
movie is the fust female-led 
comic book movie in years 
and the first with a woman 
dlreclor. Five showings among 
thousands does not amount to 
tliscriminating .against men. 

Similarly, the black feminist 
film festival seeks to give black 
people a space that is solely 
theirs within the larger event, 
and more importantly, within 
the larger rruijorily-while and 
anh-black Parisian culture. 

It's important when 
ctiticizing these spaces to 
recognize the environments 
they are cTeated in. v^l too 
often, the iugume-nts for free 
speech forget that speech 
exists within e'ertain contexts. 
For Women iuid people of 
colour, the bigger picture is 
often one of a world that has 
chrunically excluded them. 

When men and white 
people feel left our or 
diserimijfiated against by 
spaces like these, they are 
expressing their diseoinfort 
with bounciaiies, Tlie lines 
are drawn to keep the people 
inside them sate in a world 
that regularly thicateiis their 
peace.

• 4 skinless, boneless salmon 
filets, 6 to 8 oz each 

• 2 medium sweet potatoes 

• 2 tsp (ID ml) kosher salt, 
plus more to tas te 

• I bunch Swiss chard, leaves 
and stems separated, both 
chopped 

• Black pepper, to taste 

• Lemon wedges, for garnish 
(optional) 

DirectiDns; 

1, kreheat oven to 400 f (200 
C). Set up a top and middle 
rack. 

2, in a small bow4, whisk 
miso paste with 2 tbsp (30 
mL) of oil and rub all over 
salmon filets. Place on a 
lined baking sheet and set 
aside. 

3, Peel and grate sweet po¬ 
tatoes. In a medium-sized 
bovid, toss potatoes with salt. 
Let sit for 5 minutes. Squeeze 


Out and discard liquids. Toss 
potatoes with 2 tbsp (3U ml) 
oil. In a large, oven-Siife skil¬ 
let, spread potatoes in an 
even layer. Bake for 2S min¬ 
utes on middle rack. 

4 . Fifteen minutes before 
potatoes are done, ad'd sheet 
of salmon on to top rack of 
oven and hake until tatlmon 
is slightly browned but still a 
bit pink in the middle, about 
15 minutes. 

5< Meanwhile, in a large skil¬ 
let over medium-high heat, 
add remaining 2 tbsp [20 mL) 
of oil. Sautd chopped chard 
stems until tender, about 
5 minutes. Add leaves and 
saute together until leaves 
have wilted and are tender. 
Season with salt and pepper 
to taste. 

8. Remove salmon and po¬ 
tato from oven. Place salmon 
filets and swiss chard on top 
of pO'tatoes in skillet. Gar¬ 
nish with lemon wedges.

[Bombardier also tre¬ 
ated the “personal 
water critft'' version 
of the Ski-Doo, the 
Sea-Doo.) 

Today, "to ski-doo" 
is one way Canadians 
have winter firn or 
simply get around when the 
sno%v drifts pile up.
